The use of a broad term such as "print preview" in the claims has been interpreted with relation to the art Fitzpatrick as any data that has 
been viewed before hand by the user, wherein this "previewed" information would include details pertaining to the printing parameters 
wherein these printing parameters apply to the file being printed and is hence a preview of the file information. As shown in Figure 4, a 
printing "preview" represented as the "printing parameters" window is displayed when the user places the file and print icons on top of 
each other. The printing parameters would represent parameter data that would apply to the file icon being printed and is hence a 
preview of the file icon wherein the user can preview the data that will be applied to the file being printed. 
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
